On July’ 2ith a Chinese coolie, aged sit 


years, was overcome by gas while engaged 
in “clearing sand from a part of the 
nullah in Pedder Street. which received 
severe damage during the storm of July 
Isth-t9th. From all appearances he was 
overcome by fumes, which escaped from 
a broken gas pipe. He was removed to 
the Government Civil Hospital'in an un- 
conscious state, where it was diagnosed. 
that he was suffering from. coal-gas 


ever, he appeared to be quite normal and 
was discharged from hospital, but’ when 
he returned home the same night he was 
taken jl! and died early: in the morning 
of the 2eth. Owing to the’ decomposed 
state of the body when it reached the 
mortuary .on July 27th, it has been im- 
possible to form aon opinion as to the 
attual cause of death, while chémical 
tests’ revealed that death was not 
primarily die to coal-gas poisoning.
